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The sum chargeable to each County is not regulated to the 5th January, but from one 
Assizes to another, and at these periods a Return is called for, and furnished, to the Council 
Office, Dublin Castle (for the purpose of laying before the respective Grand Juries); which 
Return specifies the number of Patients in the Asylum from each County, within the period, 
the sum expended, and the proportion of that sum to be repaid by the respective Counties, 
averaged and calculated at so much per head. There is also an Account of the Charge and 
Discharge rendered at the Public Account Office, Dublin, up to the 5th January in each 
year. 



The First Return to the Council Office was called for at the expiration of 15 months, up

There has been no order for increased accommodation ; but the Manager has, by order of 
the Board of Directors, made some internal arrangements whereby there are at present in 
the house 30 patients more than the original number, without incurring any additional 
expense for buildings or for attendants. 

There are no documents in our possession that would enable us to furnish the expense of 
the Building, or of the original articles of furniture; they being deposited with the Commis- 
sioners of General Control, to whom reference is respectfully given on that subject. 

The quantity of Ground under the buildings and garden is computed about 7^ Irish acres, 
making about 11 \ English acres; but as the purchase had been valued by Inquisition and 
Juries previous to our getting up the concern, we are ignorant of the rale per acre at which 
it was calculated.

There is no specific number of Patients allotted to the respective counties, they being 
received from all parts of the district without distinction when a vacancy occurs. 

As the sums charged to each county were not calculated to the 5th of January in any 
year, but to a period immediately previous to each Assizes, by the Lord Lieutenant in Coun- 
cil, we can only comply with that part of the Order by giving underneath the respective 
sums directed by the Privy Council to be charged to each county, and which is the official 
document thereof. The charge is made in proportion to the number of patients sent in by 
each county, except for repairs and permanent salaries, which are in proportion to the 
original assessment for the building.

IV. — RETURN of the Belfast.District Lunatic Asylum. 

THIS Asylum is situated in the County of Antrim, about one mile from Belfast. The 
Counties which are comprised in the District, are Antrim and Down, and the County and 
Town of Carrickfergus. The Population of these Counties by the Census of 1831, Antrim 
314,608 ; Down, 352,571 ; Carrickfergus, 8,698 ; Total, 675,877. The Asylum was built to 
accommodate 104 patients, and was finished and occupied in May 1829. In December 
1830, the press of application became so great that the Board ordered two large work-rooms 
to be furnished with beds for the separation of the more quiet and incurable, in order that 
the rooms previously occupied by such might be appropriated to new and urgent cases; and 
in this way the accommodation was considerably increased. 

The Governors have no documents which enable them to make a return of the purchase 
of ground or expense of building or furnishing at or previous to the first occupation ; the 
Asylum having been given over to them, erected and furnished by the Board of Commis- 
sioners in Dublin, established for that purpose. The expense of any addition and alteration 
of the building which has taken place for the purpose of accommodating additional 
patients is included in the annexed Table No. 1, under the head of buildings aud repairs, no 
separate account having been kept of the additions made for that particular purpose. ’ 
The quantity of land we believe to be about 21 English acres, and cost 2,070/., being 
98/. 11s. §d. per acre; but for more accurate information on this subject, we be«- to refer 
to the Board in Dublin, under whose direction it was purchased and measured. ° 

For the expense of repairs and maintenance to 5th January in each year since this Asylum 
was opened, we beg to refer to Table No. 1, and to Table No. 3, for the number of Lunatics 

from 
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from each county in each year, ending 5th January. There have been no particular number 
fixed for each county, but patients being admitted as the urgency of each case seemed to 
require. 

The total expense of a patient in each year, and the sum charged to each county in each 
year, and the data on which that proportion has been established, and how the amount 
charged has been made up, Sec. 8e c. will be seen by the copies of Returns sent half-yearly to 
the Council Office for the Grand Juries, as annexed, marked No. 2. 

Deducting the sums expended on outfit and alterations, as not being fairly chargeable to 
the Patients heretofore admitted, the regular annual expense of a Patient would appear to

This statement supposes the same patients to be continued throughout the year, but as in 
fact the patients are subject to continual changes, for each individual who has bee^admitted 
and continued, whether for a longer or shorter time, the average, we find, has been 1 1 1 
This average is liable to be increased or diminished, according to the number of patients 
received into this Asylum; the larger number lessening the proportion on each. The 
number of patients in this Asylum on each 5th of January, and of diose who were admitted 
and those discharged, distinguishing the cured, the relieved, the incurable, See. Sec. will be 
seen by Table No. 3. 

Admission has not been refused to any who appeared to come within the regulations ; 
but several have had to wait a considerable time before they could be received, from a want 
of accommodation ; for the past year there have been generally from 10 to 30 applications 
placed under these circumstances; at this time there are 23.

V. — RETURN of the Londonderry District Lunatic Asylum. 

The Londonderry District Lunatic Asylum was erected at Londonderry for the Counties of 
Londonderry, Donegal and Tyrone. The Population of these Counties, according to the 
Census of 1831, is, Londonderry, 222,416; Donegal, 298,104; Tyrone, 302,943. It was 
built to contain 105 Patients, and opened 4th June 1829. On the 7th December 1830 
the Local Directors received an order from Government, authorizing them to make such 
alteration in the building as would enable them to lodge 150 Patients, which alteration, &c. 
cost 160 1. 10s. 11 d. viz. expense of alteration in building, 44 1. os. 11 d.-, furniture and 
bedding, 116/. 10s. Each County is charged in proportion to the number of Patients sent 
from it to the Asylum, and the amount is made up by the day.

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VI. — Returns respecting the Carlow District Lunatic Asylum. 

1. — Carlow District Lunatic Asylum, situated near the Town of Carlow. The Distri c 
comprises the Counties of Carlow, Kildare, Wexford, Kilkenny, and the County of the 
City of Kilkenny. The building was finished and given up to the Local Governors on the 
20th February 1832, and on the -21st of February 1832 was occupied by the Manager; 
and is capable of accommodating 104 Patients. No order for any increased accommodation 
has been made. I have no account of the Population of the Counties. 

2 . — The Local Governors cannot answer any of the Queries in Order, No. 2, except 
so far as relates to additional accommodation, replied to above in answer to Order, No. 1. 

3 . — These Queries cannot be answered by the Local Governors, as they have no official 
knowledge of the facts. 

4 -— From the opening of the building until the 5th of January 1833 no repairs were 
necessary; but a sum of 158/. 2s. qd was expended in completing necessary storeage for 
coals, turf, &c. &c. for the Establishment. On the 5th January 1833 the number of 
Lunatics in the House was 56, of whom 21 were from the County of Carlow, q from Kil- 
dare, 1 from Wexford, 16 from the County of Kilkenny, and 9 from the County of the 
City of Kilkenny. There is no limitation in the number of Patients that may be sent from 
each County. The House not having been open 12 months on the 5th January 1833, no 
yearly average can be stated to that date for the expense of each Patient. The Local 
Governors cannot state the sum charged to each County, nor on what data the respective 
charges were founded.

The Accounts have been made up to the periods stated (and not annually) for the purpose 
of transmitting them to the Clerk of the Right Honourable Privy Council, to enable him to 
forward the respective Charges to the Clerks of the Peace previous to the Lent and Summer 
Assizes, to assess the Districts. 

There is no specific number of Patients allotted for each County, but every application is 
discriminately attended to as vacancies allow of admission. 

Those Patients not assessable on the Counties are supported by a grant from Parliament, 
they having been in the Asylum at the time it was supported entirely by Parliamentary 
grant, and could not be removed therefrom when the Asylum was created a District 
Asylum by special Act of Parliament.
